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Three rustic cabins once stood where 
Genetics Institute is now located...

Walking to work along Bow- 
doin Street in Boston, where the 
sidewalks are unforgiving and 
the near horizons are brick 
buildings, when a late September 


chill signals the beginning of 


autumn, it helps to have soft 
summer memories of open 
spaces. Some are recent. Others 
farther removed. All recall a 
legacy of love. 


A few weeks ago, while her 
father watched in awe of her 
enthusiasm, Sarah Bethany 
Pearson repeatedly launched 
herself with ingenuous abandon 
down the highest slide at Pen- 
guin Park. Immediately after, 
with more curiosity than coordi- 
nation, she chased a yellow but- 
terfly the length and breadth of 
the adjoining soccer field. 

Sarah’s obvious enjoyment 
reminded me that one of her 
birthrights is the time and a

place to simply play. She came 
by that birthright honestly. 

Not far from Ballardvale, the 
Shawsheen River flows through 
a largely wooded area just before 
passing beneath what is now 
Route 93. Along the bank, some 
250 yards behind and to the right 
of the Genetics Institute facility, 
once stood three rustic cabins. 
All are gone now and their sites 
have been paved over in the 
name of progress. 

Two of those camps stood atop 
a small rise. The third, at the 
base of that hillock, was rented 
by my grandfather, Roy Pearson 
Sr., when his son was a little boy. 
Roy Pearson Jr. remembers that 
his father made minor repairs on 
the cabin while he fished and 
spent August afternoons reading 
in a hammock that his father had

suspended between two trees. A 
family photograph shows the 
younger Roy Pearson at the cab- 
in. 

The cabin my grandfather 
rented was later purchased by 
his son when Roy Pearson Jr. 
married and had children of his 
own. A family photograph taken 
in 1945 shows his children — my 
sister and myself — sitting on the 
porch. It shows an enduring 
stone wall my father built. 

Both Roy Pearson Sr. and Roy 
Pearson Jr. understood that play 
is a vital part of childhood: a 
time to explore, discover, exam- 
ine and imagine, They recog- 
nized that neglecting the child- 
hood need to play could result in 
adults who, having skipped 
essential developmental steps, 
would be more childish than 
childlike. The games of such 
adults have cruel consequences. 
This was not the legacy they 
wanted to leave their children. 

I spent many summer vaca- 
tion days as a child exploring the 
trails that wove through the 
woods near that cabin, trying on 
imaginary identities at will. 
Walking on a soft carpet of pine 
needles beneath towering trees, I 


made believe I was Robin Hood. Gazing out 
over the river, I pretended to be Huck Finn. 


My mind and body were free to wander 
within the widening horizons of my child- 


hood world. 


Some 40 years after my last adventure in 
the woods near that cabin, knowing that 
road construction would soon level the 
entire area, I returned earlier this year to 
feel the pine needles beneath my feet again 
and to retrieve some mementos. 

My wife and I were able to find a ham- 
mock hook my grandfather had installed 
and a rock from my father’s wall. (That rock 
now occupies a place of honor in the garden

Parking fines are 


back to $8

The pendulum swung on parking 
fines once again Monday night as 
selectmen reduced the amount of most 
violations from $10 to $8, effective 
immediately. 

The bouncing fines are only for cer- 
tain parking violations, generally 
meter and overtime violations. 

The fines went from $5 to $15 in Jan- 
uary of 1991, then back to $10 when 
merchants complained that the 200 per- 
cent increase was bad for business. 
Selectmen reduced the fines to $8 this 
summer for the months of July and 
August, again to appease businesses, 
and they just went back to $10 on Sept. 
l. 

Monday night, Selectman Larry 
Larsen asked that the fines be reduced 
to $8 permanently, still a 60 percent 
increase from where they were a year 
and a half ago. Board members 
approved the motion by a 8-2 vote, 
selectmen William Downs and Charles 
Wesson dissenting. 

The $2 reduction, what Mr. Downs 
called a 20 percent discount for shop 
pers, will cost the town about $20,000 in 
revenues over the course of one year, 
according to figures quoted by Mr. 
Downs. 

Dr. Larsen, who works in the Cen- 
tral Business District, said he and his 
family would continue to pay the $10 
fee to avoid any appearance of a con 
flict of interest. Dr. Larsen said he has 
received two parking tickets recently 
downtown.

The plan will be studied and discussed by 
the Board of Selectmen, Finance and School 
committees over the next two months. Select- 
men have to adopt a CIP by Dec. 18, accord- 
ing to a bylaw passed at 1991 Town Meeting. 
Key issues 

The key issues around which Mr. 
Stapezynski focussed the CIP include main- 
taining a renewed push for sound economic 
development in the midst of a recession, hav- 
ing education for the children in well-main- 
tained buildings, delivering quality utility 
services, providing a safe and adequate street 
system and having effective public safety ser- 
vices. 


One major change in policy proposed is 
having the school] department allocate its 
share of budgeted capital funds for the next 
10 years to repay bonds it would take next 
year for maintenance projects, according to 
Mr. Stapezynski. 

“In order to make this change work in 
practice, the Board of Selectmen, Finance 
Committee and School Committee need to 
rethink the budget model with respect to the 
CIP and the way funds are allocated between 
various budget lines. It calls into question 
the assumptions and fiscal policies upon 
which the CIP is predicated,” Mr. Stapezyns- 
ki said. 

Since the CIP has been in operation for 
one year, perhaps now is the time to examine 
the way funds are divided between town and 
school, between CIP and debt service, Munic- 
ipal Maintenance budget, etc., according to 
Mr. Stapezynski.

Answering some of the 


myths about recycling 


By Virginia Cole 

Have you been hearing the 
myths against recycling? Here 
are a few and the answers to 
them as they appeared in the 
New York Times. New York City 
is about to vote on a recycling 
plan for the whole city, To me, 
that sounds like the ultimate. If 
New York City can do it, I guess 
all of us can, 


Myth No. 1: Recycling is cost 
ly and an environmental extrav- 
agance. It may be costly but it is 
also cost effective. Managing sol- 
id waste is expensive no matter 
what method is used. New York’s 
plan shows that half of the waste 
could be captured in well 
planned recycling and compost- 
ing programs at a lower cost 
than it would take to bury or 
burn, 


Myth No. 2: Recycling is too 
difficult and people don’t partici- 
pate. Probably there is not a 
place where everyone will partic: 
ipate. One hundred percent don’t 
vote or attend public schools or 
obey the laws. But by making 
recycling plans simple and con- 
sistent, New York is expecting 65 
percent to 80 percent participa- 
tion. These figures have been 


proven in other communities, 
Myth No. 3: A lack of markets 
for recycled materials will make 
recycling meaningless and 
uneconomical. In the last few 
years dozens of states have 
passed laws that require makers 
of packaging and many con- 
sumer goods to reuse up to 50 
percent of all materials they pro- 
duce, (We in Massachusetts will 
vote on Ballot Question #3 this 
November to require packaging 
reduction.) Congress is expected 
to pass federal laws in this direc- 
tion. These laws create markets. 


Recycling makes economic 
and environmental sense. A 
study released in June by the 
Tellus Institute, a nonprofit 
research organization in Boston, 
reports that most industries 
have found using recycled mate- 
rials technologically feasible and 
that this has reduced toxic pollu- 
tants, greenhouse gases and 
ozone-depleting emissions. 
According to the American 
Paper Institute, paper mills 
using recycled materials were 
five times more profitable last 
year than those using virgin 
fiber Keep recycling and we will 
try to work out the bugs in our 
own system.

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Addison plans reception to open U.S. landscape exhibit 


An exhibition of nearly 230 paintings, 
prints, drawings and photographs celebrat- 
ing the American landscape will open at the 
Addison Gallery of American Art at Phillips 
Academy Friday, Oct. 16. An opening recep- 
tion will be held that day from 5 to 7 p.m. 

Some of the exhibited works are among 
the Addison’s most famous (Winslow 
Homer’s “The West Wind,” George Inness’s 
“The Coming Storm,” Washington Allston’s 
“Ttalian Landscape,” John Singer Sargent’s 
“Val D’Aosta; A Man Fishing” and other less- 
er-known works, 

This exhibition will fill nine galleries and 
provide an opportunity for visitors to 
explore the depth and breadth of the Addi- 
son’s world-renowned collection, while 
examining artists’ changing perception of 
the landscape and the way that view reflects 
shifting societal needs and attitudes. 

Through the Addison’s paintings, prints, 
drawing, and photographs, one can view the 
ways in which the hand of man has altered 
the natural landscape. George Loring 
Brown’s view of the tumultuous virgin forest 
with a lone Native American hunting in the 
foreground, Frederic Church’s pink-glowing 
vision of “Mt. Katahdin” and Asher B 
Durand’s uninhabited forest fragment, 
“Woodland Study,” illuminate the early 19th- 


century’s chauvinistic and spiritual celebra- 
tion of the American wilderness. The mid- 
century view of tamed (or taming) nature is 
found in Alvan Fisher’s depiction of wagon 
trains moving settlers toward the glowing 
mountain divide or the unknown artist’s 
documentation of man’s harnessing of the 
land for habitation and food in “He That by 
the Plough Doeth Thrive.” 

American impressionist John Twacht- 
man’s benign view of the Connecticut land- 
scape in “Hemlock Pool” contrasts with 
Winslow Homer’s “The West Wind,” with fig- 


ure standing against the rising fury of 


nature and the sea or Frederic Remington’s 
night scene of unpeopled wilderness, “Moon- 
light, Wolf.” Thomas Hart Benton’s drawing 
of the Mississippi River stand in sharp con- 
trast to the abstract insistence of Georgia 
O’Keeffe’s “Wave, Night” or Marsden Hart- 
ley’s “Boulder and Trees.” The two-volume

Civil War can stand beside Eadweard Muy- 
bridge’s mammoth plate of “Cottonwood 
Bend” as well as Thomas Moran’s watercol- 
or, “The Mountain Range on the West Side,” 
document the changing frontiers.

Tempers flare over contract bargaining

Monday’s meeting was held in the 
Doherty Middle School auditorium to 
accommodate the 150-plus teachers and 
parents who attended. 

Teacher representatives from each 
school planned to address the School 
Committee and present petitions 
affirming support for their union. As a 
second teacher approached a micro- 
phone to address the committee, Chair 
woman Susan Jenkins announced that 
five minutes remained until the com 
mittee had to adjourn to attend a meet 
ing with other tewn boards, and that 
the speaker could only read her state 
ment if it was brief. 

Tom Meyers, union president, 
immediately interrupted and said the 
committee was showing a lack of 
respect for the teachers by stifling 
them at a public meeting. 

The verbal exchange escalated when 
committee member Chris Outwin 
slammed his fist on the committee 
table at the foot of the stage, stood up 
from his seat, pointed a finger at Mr. 
Meyers and yelled, “So what! I’m get- 
ting sick of you and your hot headed 
ways.” 

“Shame on you,” retorted Mr. Mey 
ers, who also briefly stood up from his 
seat in the front row of the auditorium. 

“You just made a big mistake,” Mr. 
Meyers added. 

“Shame on you, Tom Meyers, for 
your attitude,” Dr. Outwin shot back. 

After almost a minute of conversa- 
tion among audience members and 
several attempts by Ms. Jenkins to 
restore order to the meeting, the sec- 
ond speaker, Virginia Champaign, a 
teacher at Shawsheen School, read her 
support statement and the meeting 
adjourned, 


Both teachers voiced support for Mr, 
Meyers and said he represented all 333 
teachers in the union. The first speak 
er, Jim Redmond, a sixth-grade teacher 
at West Middle School, said the School 
Committee backed down on _ its 
promise “to talk money” when the 
state came up with more state aid than 
it had anticipated. Andover received 
an extra $492,000 in state aid this year. 

“Your offer of zero won't do,” he told 
the committee as audience members 
rose to their feet and applauded him. 

Outside the meeting, Charlotte 
LaPointe, a third-grade teacher at West 
Elementary, told the Townsman, “The 
teachers view (Dr. Outwin’s outburst) 
as a personal attack against Mr. Mey 
ers.” 

Negotiations 

“Any offers we've made have reflect 
ed our budget. We have zero,” Dr. Out 
win told the Townsman following Mon 
day’s meeting. 

He added that the committee offered 
a one-time payment of the $492,000 in 
extra state aid to the teachers, “but 
they won’t accept anything that isn’t 
added to their base pay,” he said. 

Dr. Outwin said his outburst was 
brought on by the tenor of negotia 
tions. 

“No one has worked harder than | 
have, negotiating in the best interest 
for teachers and students. The insult- 
ing and inconsiderate behavior of the 
(union) bargaining team and their 
(state union) rep., Joe Murphy,” is 
what upset Dr. Outwin so much, he 
said. 

According to the School Committee, 
even a 1 percent increase in the teach- 
ers’ salaries would cost the town 
approximately $180,000. 

Teacher action 
Teachers announced last Thursday 


they are dissatisfied with stalled nego 
tiation talks and in protest they will no 
longer volunteer before or after school 
for activities that are not specified in 
their contract. 

“The teachers are dissatisfied with 
the lack of progress and a lack of com 
mitment by the School Committee to 
bargain in good faith and this is our 
way of trying to call attention to that,” 
Mr. Meyers told the Townsman last 
week, 

The teachers will only stay in their 
school buildings as long as their con 
tract stipulates -15 minutes before 
school begins and 30 minutes after 
classes end. Elementary school opens 
at 8:45 a.m. and closes at 3 p.m. Sec 
ondary school opens at 7:45 a.m. and 
closes at 2:05 p.m. 

Mr. Meyers said he doesn’t consider 
the action “work to rule” because 
teachers are still bringing home work 
and correcting papers. 

Sports and other after-school activi 
ties where teachers receive stipends 
will not be affected, said Mr. Meyers. 
Neither will elementary school enrich 
ment activities, which are primarily 
staffed by parent volunteers, said 
Eileen Woods, assistant superinten 
dent of schools. 

Middle schools 

West Middle School's three-day 
fundraiser carnival last weekend was 
not affected by the union’s action, said 
Principal Sam Campbell. 

“The teachers decided that since the 
parents have put so much time and 
commitment into planning the event, 
that they would follow through with 
their commitment to participate,” he 
said. 

- Teacher subcommittees at West 
Middle School were formed to organize 
celebrations of American Education 


Week later on this year and Black His 
tory Month in February are temporari 
ly disbanded, Mr. Campbell said. 

At Doherty Middle School, last 
week’s action means teachers are no 
longer as available as they used to be 
after school. 


“In many cases teachers are now 
leaving as much as two hours earlier 
than they used to,” said Floyd 
McManus, DMS principal. 


Andover High 

About two-thirds of the 28 after 
school activities and clubs at Andover 
High School are run by teacher volun 
teers. The other one-third are staffed 
by teachers who receive a stipend for 
their avork. 

Tim Thomas, AHS principal, said 
the school has allowed many of the 
affected activities to begin right after 
school ends and to let some groups 
meet during free periods within the 
school day. 

“At this point there are different 
options. The impact has not been sig 
nificant. Some of the kids are even 
meeting at each other’s homes to con 
tinue with projects,” he said, 

“If this is long term, then things 
could get more complicated,” Mr. 
Thomas said. 


Last contract 

The average teacher's salary in 
Andover is approximately $40,000. The 
last AEA contract was a three-year 
agreement that ran out Aug. 30. It pro 
vided teachers with a 5.5 percent 
increase the first year, a 4 percent 
increase from September to December 
of the second year, a 3 percent increase 
the last half of the second year and a 6 
percent increase last year.

The School Committee proposed to 
finance the debt over 10 years. Pay 
ments would be lower, said Ms, Jenk 
ins, and money would remain for 
maintenance needs in future years.

The School Committee plans to sub 
mit two warrant articles. One would 
ask residents to approve borrowing 
$2.4 million for drainage and asbestos 
removal at West Elementary; roof and 
boiler replacements at Bancroft Ele- 
mentary; a new media center roof, 
heating system, classroom renova- 
tions, asbestos removal and brick and 
thermal window pane replacements at 
West Middle School; and security sys- 
tems at both middle schools, the high 
school and Bancroft. 

The second article will request 
$400,000 to pay for architectural draw- 
ings for construction of elementary 
classroom space for 450 additional stu- 
dents.

Town wins 
in bowling

A federal court judge last 
week dismissed the $6 million 
lawsuit filed against the town 
last year by the owners of the 
former Andover Lanes bowl 
ing alley building on Park 
Street, But the attorney for 
the owners said the case will 
be refiled. 

Judge Mark Wolf ruled 
Sept. 30 that the case “was 
filed prematurely and has dis- 
missed it,” Buzz Stapezynski, 
town manager, told selectmen 
Monday night. 

The federal lawsuit could 
still be refiled at some later 
date, Mr. Stapezynski said. 
And the town will still appeal 
a separate, combination land 
and superior court decision 
last month in which the 
town’s zoning and planning 
boards were found to have 
improperly barred develop- 
ment of the bowling alley site. 
That decision also found the 
town’s parking bylaw to be 
unconstitutional. No date has 
been set for that appeal. 

The federal case was filed 
in the fall of 1991, according to 
Thomas Urbelis, town coun- 
sel. Judge Wolf ruled that fil- 
ing to be premature because 
not all attempts were made to 
settle the dispute at the state

level, Mr. Urbelis said. 

“There are state remedies 
that the judge believed should 
have been, or should be, pur 
sued prior to filing anything 
in the federal court,’ Mr 
Urbelis said. 

The judge was not specific 
as to what actions should have 
been taken, according to Mr 
Urbelis, and town counsel 
would not speculate on what 


action, if any, the owners of 


the bowling alley property, 
Benjamin Osgood, of North 
Andover, and G. Bradley 
Richards, of New Hampshire, 
might take next. But he said 
he was happy with last week’s 
decision. 

“It’s always nice to have a 
lawsuit dismissed,” he said 

Reginald Marden, Mr. 
Osgood’s attorney, said Tues- 
day that Judge Wolfs ruling 
did not consider last month's 
land court decision against 
the town, and that the case 
will be refiled. 

“Now that the state court 
has found the bylaw to be 
unconstitutional, we would be 
looking to reopen the case or 
file a new one,” Mr. Marden 
said. “Either way, the case 
will be back. It’s not a major 
event and we intend to prose- 
cute our rights and damages.”
